Wrecking ball huts Ascot 


“0 h, we're just getting every- 


thing cleaned up for the 

start of the next season," 
joked Chris Agajanian of Agajan- 
ian Enterprises as he looked out at 
what once was the legendary Ascot 
Park. “We're pulling out all the 
lights, shining 'em up, and putting 
them right back.” 

After 33 long years, Ascot Park 
closed its gates for good on 
Thanksgiving weekend of last 
year. Famous for its half-mile oval 
dirt track, the race track played 
host to nearly every form of motorsport competition at one time or another since 
it first opened its gates in 1957. Demolition of the facility began in early December, 
and all that now remains are the grandstands and bathrooms, a skeleton of the 
once-booming raceway. 

Squelching rumors that said the lighting system had been sold to CMC’s Stu 
Peters, Agajanian said that all the equipment will be put into storage until a 
later date when a new race track would be opened. Agajanian commented that 
a deal on the new facility is “about 60%” secured, but would disclose no information 


coast to coast is off to a good start, thanks to Senator Steve Symms (R-Idaho) 
and Representative Thomas Petri (R-Wisconsin), who have teamed up to re- 
introduce the measure in Congress this year. 

The bill, entitled the National Recreational Trails Fund Act of 1991 and 
designated as Senate Bill 400 (S400) in the U.S. Senate, would enable states to 
upgrade and expand multiple-use trails, acquire easements for public recreation, 
construct trail-side facilities and even fund trail maintenance programs to protect 
the environment. Congressman Petri, meanwhile, is expected to introduce a 
companion bill in the U.S. House of Representatives on February 19. 

The funds to complete the necessary work would come from gasoline taxes 
paid by a variety of trail users. As it stands, these taxes are allocated to fund 
the construction and maintenance of highways and other roads, not off-highway 
recreational trails. The proposed plan could set aside as much as $80 million 
each year for trail development and maintenance programs. 

'The bill would also create an advisory committee to administer grants to states 
for trail projects, establish criteria for trail-side facilities and make recommen- 
dations on establishing federal policies. 

Since its introduction in 1990, the bill has gained the support of many groups, 
including the American Motorcyclist Association. And now, it's also beginning 
to win the approval of influential lawmakers who could help ensure the bill's 
passage this year. 

One such legislator is Senator Daniel Patrick Moynihan (D-New York), who 
has pledged his support of the bill. Moynihan heads the Senate Subcommittee 
on Water Resources, Transportation and Infrastructure, the panel that will soon 
be considering the bill. 

According to Symms, the bill reflects input received from last year's field hearings 
and public comments submitted by all groups interested in the welfare of America's

“This is a bill that is good for everyone concerned with maintaining safe, 
environmentally sound trails for people to use," said Symms. He also noted that 
the legislation “strikes a careful balance" between motorized and non-motorized 
trails and will benefit every trail user.

Suzuki has also posted contingency

vyweight Production, and Middle- 
weight Production. There is also a 
$10,000 championship bonus available 
for a title in the WERA Heavyweight 
Superbike class. Suzuki has posted 
$1900 for each GTO and GTU class 
event at the AMA/CCS races, and a 
$10,000 championship bonus for the 
GTO class title. 


Suzuki has posted a total of $40,000 
for the 1991 Suzuki National Cup 
Series Final at Road Atlanta in 
October. A win in the GSXR750 and 
GSXR1100 finals will be worth $5000 
with $20,000 being paid in each class, 
back to 20th place. 


Metzeler has posted nearly 
$300,000 in contingency money 
for WERA and AMA/CCS road racing 
events in 1991. Metzeler will pay 
contingency to the top 10 riders in 
WERA Novice Sprint class racing, 
with a $100 certificate, redeemable 
towards the purchase of Metzeler tires, 
going to the winner. Only the top five 
places will be rewarded in the Expert 
classes. In AMA/CCS competition, the 
top five in the 750 and 600cc Super- 
sport classes at each event will receive 
Metzeler money, with $200 going to 
the winner. Metzeler will also pay the 
top five in the final standings, and the 
top five Experts will also have a similar 
payout for each event as well as final 
standings. 


Harley-Davidson workers have 
voted to accept a new contract that 
raises the average base pay to $13 an 
hour and guarantees them a 14% raise 
over the next three years. Over 1400 
members of the International Associ- 
ation of Machinists and Aerospace 
Workers went on strike on February 
4. They were demanding a contract 


that would compensate them for salary 
and benefit reductions made in the '80s 
when the Milwaukee-based manufac- 
turer was fighting off bankruptcy. The 
employees were expected to return to 
work on Tuesday, February 19. 


For the first time, Harley-Davidson 
will pad the purses of the Harley- 
Davidson U.S. Twin Sports Road Race 
Series with their Screamin' Eagle 
Contingency program.  Harley- 
Davidson will pay an extra $150 over 
the first-place prize money, $100 for 
second and $50 for third. Harley will 
also pay out $1100 at each of seven 
National drag meets through the 
Screamin' Eagle Drag Racing Contin- 
gency Program. 


Speaking of Harley-Davidson, Ted 
Simmons, 41, the All-Star catcher 
who spent 21 years in the major leagues 
before retiring as a player in 1988, is 
sporting a new Harley-Davidson tattoo 
on his left arm. Simmons is now the 
director of player development for the 
St. Louis Cardinals, the team he spent 
the first 12 years of his playing career 
with. “I started out riding a Honda 
305," said Simmons while he showed 
Papa the tattoo that was a Christmas 
present from his children. “But after 
riding a Harley . . . well, it's the only 
way to go."

ican Desert Racing Associa- 

tion answered the call for 
help from the Bureau of Land 
Management and recently fenced 
in an important archaeological 
find in the desert near Phoenix, 
Arizona. 

Headed by ADRA president, 
Phil Auernheimer, 30 volunteers 
strung 1700 feet of barbed-wire 
fence around five acres of desert 
surrounding an ancient Indian 
intaglio that, according to BLM 


S everal members of the Amer- 


archaeologists Jane Pike and Cheryl Blanchard, is at least 1000 years old. The 
archaeologists say that the intaglio hasn't been disturbed in all that time, even 
though it's within sight of a major highway, Interstate 10. 

According to Pike, intaglios are a mystery. 

“We don't know who built them or why, but archaeologists are studying them 
to solve the mystery," said Pike. “Even dating them is difficult because there 
are no artifacts at the site and nothing to date by carbon 14. We can only look 
at the surrounding area and judge its age by the desert patenation." 

Although there are several intaglios that have been found in Arizona, this one 
had been preserved in pristine condition. It measures approximately 30 feet on 
a side and resembles an “К” with a cross in the center. Archaeologists suggest 
because of the difficulty in viewing these figures from ground level, especially 
the very large ones, they could have religious significance because they can only 


be viewed from above. 


ADRA workers sunk approximately 95 fence posts, then strung four rounds 
of barbed wire and installed two gates to let out wild animals that might jump 


the five-foot fence. 


“I hope that our people get a sense of ownership out of doing this project,” 
said Auernheimer about the project. “We want the off-highway user to gain a

titles at Glen Helen

SAN BERNARDINO, CA, FEB. 9-10 

rik Kehoe and Mike Healey swept 
E the Pro classes in convincing 

fashion at the final round of the 
Golden State Nationals at Glen Helen 
OHV Park. Kehoe topped an impres- 
sive list of competitors to take the 125cc 
Pro victory, while Healey won all four 
motos in 250 and 500cc Pro 
competition. 

Healey's strong performances 
earned him the 500cc Pro class series 
title, as he came from behind in the 
points standings to overtake rival 
Willie Surratt. 

Rodney Smith and Surratt secured 
class championships in the 125 and 
250cc Pro classes, respectively. Smith 
used consistently high finishes 
throughout the series to capture the 
125cc Pro crown, while Surratt dom- 
inated many of the races throughout 
the series to earn the 250cc Pro title. 

Kehoe grabbed the holeshot aboard 
his Pro Circuit/AXO Sport-backed 
Honda in the opening 125cc Pro moto, 
with Peak Antifreeze/Pro Circuit 
Honda-backed Brian Swink, Smith 
and Eddie Hicks snapping at his rear 
knobs. As Kehoe began to open an 
immediate lead, Tallon Vohland 


began to work his way through the 
pack following a poor start. By lap five 
of the 12-lap moto, Vohland had snuck 
into fifth place behind Hicks and 
began to look for a way to pass. 
Vohland dove to the inside of a fast 
turn but spun out and lost several 
positions. 

Meanwhile, Kehoe set a blazing pace 
that pulled him far ahead of the pack. 
Swink settled into second, with a 
comfortable margin over Smith. After 
remounting, Vohland began to work 
back towards the front of the pack and 
took over third after screaming past 
both Hicks and Smith. Vohland then 
proceeded to reel in Swink, but the 
checkered flag cut his charge short. 

“I felt good out front,” said Kehoe. 
“I had some good lines and everything 
went smooth. I know I'm a good 125 
rider, and I can run with these new 
guys." 

"Someone ripped me off at the start 
and I had to come from last place," 
said Vohland. “Then I slid out while 
trying to pass Hicks, and I had to start ' 
all over again. Once I got up to Swink 
he seemed to go a little faster, and I 
just ran out of time." 








Moto two saw Vohland time the gate 
perfectly and grab the holeshot on his 
Team Suzuki/Yoko/Bieffe-backed 
RM. Rick Ryan, Smith and Terry 
Fowler followed close behind. Kehoe 
quickly began to slice through the 
pack after a mediocre start and rounded 
the track in fourth place at the start 
of lap two. 

Up front, Vohland had no one to 
contend with and began to establish 
a lead that would be quite sizable by 
the moto's end. Kehoe bounced past 
Smith through the whoop section and 
set after Ryan. Kehoe overtook Ryan 
on lap five and went after Vohland. 
Although Kehoe gained on the leader, 
it appeared as if he settled into second, 
knowing that the overall win was his. 
Smith scooted into third place by the 
moto's end, which was all he needed 
to clinch the 125cc Pro series cham- 
pionship. 

"No crashes this time," said Voh- 
land. “Опсе I got out front, I just set 
my own pace. I felt good, and the bike 
ran a lot better this moto.” 

“I didn't get a great start," said 
Kehoe. “1 knew I had the overall once 
I moved into second place, so I just 
tried to stay smooth." 

Kelly Andris got things rolling in 
the 250cc Pro class by nabbing the 
holeshot over Smith, Fowler and Ryan 
Carlisle. As the pack rounded the track 
to begin lap two, it was Carlisle out 
front and pulling away. Second place 
belonged to Dennis Hawthorne, who 
was fighting off the advances of 
Surratt. 

Meanwhile, Healey began to rage 
towards the front of the pack after 
starting 17th. By lap four of the 12- 
lap race, Healey had stormed into third 
place aboard his Joe Schmoe Gra- 
phics/Roxy/Sidi-sponsored factory 
KTM and was breathing down Haw- 
thorne's jersey. Healey made a pass in 
the back secuon of the track, and set 
after Carlisle, who had established a 
commanding lead. Little by little, 
Healey closed on the leader and 
overtook Carlisle in a slippery turn. 

Once into the lead, Healey began to 
pull away, while Carlisle lost control 
in the back section and went down. 
Healey took a convincing win over 
Hawthorne and Surratt, who padded 
his series points lead with a third place 
finish. 

“I had to really work for that one," 
said Healey. “I was so far back at the 
start, I didn't know if I could make 
it up. I wanted to win though, to prove 
that they didn't get-the best of me the 
last time we raced here.” 

“I didn't need to win," said Surratt, 
“Im leading the points race, and I 
didn't want to risk crashing.” 

Andris grabbed the second moto 
holeshot, with Broc Glover, Healey 
and Surratt in hot pursuit. Healey 
wasted no time and by the third lap 
had taken over the lead. Kehoe charged 
into the runner-up position after a 
midpack start, and at times even 
seemed to be gaining on the leader. 
Surratt cruised to another third place 
finish, securing his series title. 

“I got a decent start that time," said 
Healey. ‘It feels good to win today, 
especially since I'm leaving for Europe 
on Tuesday." 4 

“Not a bad day," said Kehoe, who 
earned second overall for the day. “Му 
bikes are working well, and I felt 
good." 

Healey jumped out of the gate fastest 
as the first 500cc Pro moto got under- 
way. Series points leader Surratt’ was 
close behind and made an aggressive 
pass attempt in the third turn. Healey 
held on to the lead, and the two riders 
began to pull far ahead of Carlisle, who 
held down third. Billy Frank sliced 
through the pack after a poor start and

passed Carlisle, then set after the two 
front-runners. 

Surratt hounded Healey for half of 
the. 12-lap race, but seemed to back off 
towards the end as Healey crossed the 
line unchallenged over Surratt, Frank 
and Greg Zitterkopf. 

“Surratt only tried real hard in the 
first few turns,” said Healey. “I bet he 
got tired.” 

“I guess whoever wins the next moto 
takes the title," said Surratt. “Pm 
going to keep everyone in suspense." 

Surratt plowed out of the gate in the 
concluding moto, but Healey was close 
behind. Greg Zitterkopf, Brian 
Wheeler and Carlo Hulsen rounded 
out the top five, while Frank crashed

back to last on the opening lap. Healey 
applied heavy pressure to Surratt, and 
on lap three Surratt lost control in a 
sandy turn and crashed.

While navigating a tricky whoop 
section, Surratt swapped and went 
down hard, allowing Zitterkopf to 
sneak past. Healey took an easy win 
over Zitterkopf, Surratt, and Frank 
who had set a blistering pace after 
crashing. 

“This feels really great,” said Hea- 
ley. "Especially since Willie has been 
going up north to race. I beat him 
soundly today to win the title." 








“Thats all right,” said a disap- 
pointed Surratt. “I still got the 250cc 
title, and I bet Mike didn't make 
$2800." 

Broc Glover swept both motos of the 
Vet Pro class, with Rex Staten a close 
second in both outings. Dave Coupe 
posted a pair of third-place finishes, 
which was good enough to wrap up 
the series title for the Senco Fasteners/ 
Sinisalo-backed rider. Coupe led both 
motos briefly, but succumbed to 
the charges of Glover and Staten 
early on. - 

“Tve had a lot of fun,” said Glover. 
“I like racing with the vets, it’s more 
enjoyable than the regular Pro classes, 
and I am a legal vet.” 
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Rex Staten (1) grabbed the holeshot in the first 500сс Pro moto, but Surratt (23) and Healey (1) quickly passed him. Staten faded to seventh at the finish. 


Dave Coupe (4) led Jim Ellis (3), Broc Glover (hidden) and Staten (1) in the 
Vet Pro class. Glover roosted into the lead and ran away with both motos. 








The 250cc Intermediate class was a 
Michael Brandes show. The PVK 
Kawasaki rider stormed to both moto 
victories, fighting off the charges of 
Danny Nelson in the first moto and 
Steven Kotajarvi in the second round. 
Chris Ridgway rode to a pair of 
consistent third place finishes to net 
second overall. With his double-moto 
victory, Brandes secured the series title 
over Rob Drew and Ridgway. 

Jimmy Varis made quick work of 
the 80cc Beginner class as he took the 
lead early in both motos and buzzed 
away with the overall win. Josh 
Tarantino and Jimmy O'Neal traded 
the runner-up . spot repeatedly 
throughout both outings, but it was 
O'Neal who scored better in the second 
moto. O'Neal's second overall finish 
locked up the series title, barely edging 
out Varis and Casey Lytle. 

Steven Lawler posted a perfect score 
in the 250cc Junior class, topping Jim 
Langston and Joey Mendoza in both 
motos. Langston rode his boots off 
trying to get around the leader, but to 
no avail. A cautious fourth overall 
finish gave the series title to Tracy 
Asher, while Langston and Philip 
Wurster rounded out the top three. 
Matt Bateman competed with a 
broken foot to salvage fifth in the 
series. 

Angelo Ingrande and Paul Ito 
provided the action in the 80cc Junior 
class. In the first moto, Ito and 
Ingrande engaged in a heated battle 
that resulted in both riders going 
down. Jason Shirey scooted past the 
downed riders for the moto win. 
Ingrande stormed back with a ven- 
geance in the second moto, and led 
Shirey and Ito across the line. Shirey 
topped Ingrande and Ito for the series 
title.

Hunnicutt hops to Red Mountain win

awasaki Team Green’s Ted 
К" sprinted 86 miles to 

win the 41st Annual Moose Run 
Hare & Hound held near Red Mountain 
in the southern California desert. The 
factory-backed KX500 pilot inherited 
the lead just before the halfway pit and 
kept the pace going all the way to the 
checkered flag. 

“Tt feels good to win and it really 
boosts my morale for the rest of the 
series," said Hunnicutt, who won by 
a margin of nearly two minutes over 
Don Griewe. “I got off to a bad start 
with a DNF in the first race, but 
hopefully this means things will get 
better.” 

The second round of the eight-race 
National Championship Hare & 
Hound Series was organized by AMA 
District 37’s Four Aces M.C. The event 
began at Charlie's Place on Trona Road 
and drew a field of 430 riders. 

Warm, sunny weather provided a 
perfect day for racing as the compet- 
itors lined up for the 9:00 a.m. start, 
but the dust was another story. when 
the banner dropped for the first wave. 

“The dust was unbelievable," said 
Canadian cross country champ Guy 
Perrett, who was trying California 
desert racing for only the second time. 
"I'm still not used to it and I get really 
chicken. As soon as I see dust I shut 
it right down, so I was pretty slow off 
the start.” 

Danny Hamel got the holeshot on 
the Expert start and was stretching out 
a lead as he pounded up the bomb run 
and paralleled Trona Road south into 
the 46-mile first loop. Hunnicutt was 
charging hard in the KTM's dusty 
wake, with Kawasaki teammate Larry 
Roeseler and ATK pilots Chris Cran- 
dall and John Rudder not far behind. 
A surprised Chuck Miller flashed past 
the bomb in sixth overall. 

"] finally got a good start," the 
XR600 pilot said. “It’s hard to believe 


because I’m always last off the line, but 
today everything just came together.” 

As the course headed into the hills 
towards Highway 395, Hamel used the 
dust-free point position to build up his 
lead throughout the opening miles. 
Back in second, Hunnicutt was con- 
centrating on keeping a steady pace 
going in the dust. 

“Hamel got a good start and pulled 
out some time. I lost probably 30 
seconds to him right off the bat but 
the dust was really bad so I just stayed 
back and rode my own race," Hun- 
nicutt explained. “It was real rocky at 
first and you couldn't see a thing, so 
I took it easy." 

There was nothing easy about 
Roeseler's bid for National points. The 
Kawasaki KX500 hopeful suffered his 
second DNF of the series when he 
reportedly dropped out with brake 
problems in the first half of the 
opening loop. Rear shock trouble was 
hampering Jimmy Lewis' ride in the 
250cc division, and 250cc pilot Duane 
Summers had to call it quits after he 
lost his rear brake at the 15-mile mark. 

“I just clipped a big rock in the dust 
and took my brakes out. You can't ride 
without brakes," said Summers. “I’m 
a bit disappointed. I was sixth overall 
and first 250 when it happened." 

Hamel was out in front by one and 
a half minutes when he dashed past 
the 30-mile mark and stopped for gas 
at the alternate pit. Hunnicutt was in 
a hurry to make up time when he hit 
the alternate pit in second overall, but 
he backed off just five miles after the 
gas when an unexpected break handed 
him the number one spot. 

"Hamel was sitting there on the side 
of the course," Hunnicutt said. “Не'а 
broken his chain and that put me out 
in front.” 

"Everything was going well at the 
start," said Hamel, who won round one 
of the series two weeks before. “I got 








the holeshot and led all the way, and 
I had a two-minute lead when the bike 
broke. I wanted to win this one to get 
a goód lead in the series, but I guess 
ГЇЇ just have to try again next time." 

The course crossed Trona Road at 
Teagle Wash and zig-zagged back and 
forth between the hills and the valley 
on the 16-mile run to the end of the 
loop. Hunnicutt completed the 46- 
mile first loop in just over an hour 
and was two and a half minutes ahead 
as he headed into pit row. 

Garth Sweetland entered the pits 
second, despite riding half a loop on 
а back flat, and Chuck Miller was 
smoking the Vet class contenders half 
a minute back in third. Crandall

thundered through fourth overall at 
the head of the Four-Stroke division, 
Kawasaki privateer Abe Baumann 
rushed through an impressive fifth 
overall, and Randy Moseley was 
running sixth. Don Griewe, recruited 
by ATK the week before the race, 
completed an impressive first-loop 
blitz in seventh. 

“I got a bad start," said Griewe. “I 
was probably 25th at the bomb. I kept 
pushing and pushing all the way on 
the first lap and I was doing okay by 
the time I got to the pit.” 

Vet pilot John Silva raced through 
four minutes behind the leader in 
eighth overall and defending Over 30 
champ, Paul Ostbo, completed the first 
half of the race in ninth. 

Yamaha’s John Braasch headed the 
125cc contenders in 13th overall and 
Tom Barbero was going strong in the 
Over 40 lead. 

Loop two was a 40-mile run through 
the mountains behind Charlie’s Place 
and out to the east end of Teagle Wash. 
Four Aces’ President John Nordblad 
described the second half of the course 
as being more technical. 

“Tt has a couple of uphills and 
downhills that will challenge the 
riders," said Nordblad. 

Hunnicutt was enjoying every min- 
ute at the front of the pack. 

“Everything started clicking and 
going really well about halfway through 
the race," he said. “I had my doubts this 
morning. I had a bad feeling and I 
thought it was the start of another bad 
weekend but it turned out fine.” 

Back in the pack, the racing was fast 
and furious. Sweetland was wide open 
trying to regain second overall after time 
out in the pits to change a flat, and the 
miles were flashing past Crandall and 
Griewe in a blur. 

“Those two passed me like they were 
on a mission from God," said Miller, 
who had inherited second overall going 
into loop two. “They were definitely 
trying to impress somebody so I just let 
them go by. Then Sweetland got me.” 

Elbow-to-elbow racing was also going 
on in the 250cc. class, as KTM's Greg 
Searle tried to push a rapid run up the 
ranks all the way to the class lead. 

"I got a bad start and had to hang 
back in the dust, so I had a lot of time 
to make up," said Searle. “I got the class 
lead about halfway round the second 
loop when I passed Scott Stearns and 
we scrapped back and forth pretty good 
for a while." 

The top contenders in the 125cc class 
were wrung out all the way. 


racing a factory-backed Ford Bronco in the SCORE International Off-Road Series. 

The former KTM rider was on hand for a trophy presentation by AMA Amateur 
Competition Manager Roger Ansel. The presentation marked Smith's victory in 
the 1990 National Championship Hare & Hound Series — the fifth time he had 
won the prestigious title in the five years since the series began.

“The track was too fast, way too fast 
for a National," said Jeff Capt. “There 
was no challenge. It was just wide 
open. A beginner could've ridden the 
whole thing." 

Ron Naylor agreed. “There wasn't 
anything that took any skill. If you 
got somebody who had no fear and 
could hold it wide open in the dust, 
they could be in front 90 percent of 
the race," said the ATK pilot, who was 
struggling with a rear flat after his 
moouse tire disintegrated. “To call it 
a National, I think they have to make 
it tougher than this." 

But the course began to take its toll 
as the miles wore on. Jeff Kawell went 
down twice trying to wrest the 125cc 
lead from Kawasaki's John Braasch, 
high speeds put Rudder on his head, 
and loose rocks had Jim Clark slipping 
and sliding off his KTM. 

The terrain got to Paul Ostbo just 
10 miles from the finish. 

“I got nailed by six people in the 
last section," said Ostbo. “I injured my 
knee about a week ago and the real 
bad whoops were awful. I fell off the 
bike four times and every time I did 
it, I hurt my knee worse. I couldn't 
do anything towards the end.” 

Out in front, Hunnicutt was cruis- 
ing. The KX500 pilot kept his trouble- 
free run going all the way to the finish 
and flashed home to take the checkered 
flag first. 

“I had a good time," said the Kawa- 
saki/JT/Pro Circuit/Tsubaki/Ren- 
thal/Bel-Ray/Acerbis/Corba/Trick/ 
Metzeler-backed racer. “The course was 
marked really well, which made it nice, 
and I only got lost once about five miles 
back. I wasn't looking far enough ahead 
and picked the wrong trail. 

“It’s great to get the overall," said 
Hunnicutt. “1 was a bit worried after 
my DNF in the last race, but maybe 
things are coming right." 

Things came right for Griewe about 
15 miles from the finish, when he 
dodged past Crandall and raced in to 
capture second overall. 

“T got a bad start but I just kept 
passing people," said Griewe, who 
thanked ATK, Ken Wilkes, Smith 
Goggles and ATK mechanic Moriale. 
"It was a really well laid-out course. 
It was really technical and had some 
high speed stuff too.” 

Chris Crandall came home two 
minutes behind his ATK teammate to 
claim third overall and second in the 
Four-Stroke division. “It went really 
well and I didn't have any problems 
until the last 15 miles," said Crandall, 
who thanked ATK and ATK mechanic 
Moriale, GA Racing, Smith, Exceed 
and Shoei. 

Garth. Sweetland's loop-two blitz 
made up enough time to secure fourth 
overall, just ahead of Vet class winner 
Chuck Miller in fifth. 

“It was an excellent course for four- 
strokes," said American Honda's 
Miller. “There was a lot of sand. It 
needed horsepower, and my bike 
worked great.” 

Abe Baumann had the throttle open 
all the way to sixth overall. 

"My bike wouldn't run on the 
bottom end. I had to keep it wide open 
to make it go," Baumann explained. 
“It was a fast course, so that helped." 

Robert Laughlin came home in 
seventh overall and John Silva took 
second in the Vet class with an eighth 
overall finish. Team Green's Paul 
Krause followed Silva home in ninth 
overall, and Ron Naylor, Vet con- 
tender Ostbo and 125cc class winner 
Jeff Kawell rounded out the top 12.

Upton dynamite at San Diego

SAN DIEGO, CA, FEB. 10 
"sions of Honda riders Jeremy 
V McGrath and Jean-Michel Bayle, 
winners of the previous night's 
Camel Supercross, danced through the 
minds of most of the nearly 600 riders 
who jammed into Jack Murphy Sta- 
dium for round two of the five-race 
GFI Amateur Supercross Series. 
Donald Upton emulated the stars of 
the. previous night by unleashing a 
fury of determination that propelled 
the 15-year-old to a win in the 125cc 


Youth (12-15) class and third place in 
the 125cc Intermediate division one 
class. 

The track was prepped for amateur 
ability with most of the previous 
night’s obstacles shaved down or 
removed. The track featured two sets 
of long, tricky rockers combined with 
double and step-up jumps that kept 
riders on their toes from start to finish. 

Brian Deegan grabbed the lead at the 
start of the first 125cc Youth (12-15) 











moto as Upton, E.J. Wright and Joey 
Cirrocco quickly filed in behind to set 
the stage for a dynamic race. Upton 
closed on Deegan and tried to jump 
to the lead, but cased it hard landing 
on the third of a series of close jumps. 

“I tried to pass him but I came up 
short,” said Upton. “It broke my pipe, 
my. bike lost power so I had to just 
stay in second.” 

Deegan went on to score the first- 
moto win while Upton kept his bike 
alive to finish second while Wright 
eventually shook off Cirrocco to finish 


third. à 
Deegan was again out front as the 


riders rounded the first turn in moto 
two. Upton, who located a new 
exhaust pipe between motos, was 
pushing hard in second followed by 
Wright and Jeff Tilton. Deegan tried 
to pull away, but Upton was dogging 
his every move trying to crack the 
leader's concentration. At the halfway 
mark Upton cleared a step-up jump 
that Deegan was rolling over, allowing 
Upton to lunge into the lead. 

"He just wasn't clearing it; I knew 
I could pass if I jumped the whole 
thing so I did and it worked perfect,” 
Upton said. 

Upton and Deegan stayed inches 
apart to keep the win undetermined 
right up to the checkered flag where 
they finished side by side with Upton 
winning by an arm length. Upton's 
second-moto victory earned him the 
overall win while Deegan and 14-year- 
old Wright finished second and third 
for the day. 

Upton was back with the big boys 
in the 125cc Intermediate division one 
class and finished third behind Jimmy 
Wietzel and arch rival Deegan. 

Sean Pagel took the wire-to-wire win 
in the first moto and was unchallenged 
throughout the race. Wietzel delighted 
the spectators with stylish air antics 
after holding off Dennis Dahlin and 
Upton for second up to the checkered 
flag. Deegan made a commendable 
charge from 10th to fifth, closing to 
within feet of the top four at the finish. 








Brian Beach led the second moto 
from start to finish. 

"He kept blocking me," claimed 
Upton. “I would run into the back of 
him and lose time and Deegan was 
right there. Then it happened on the 
last lap; I was stuck behind Beach and 
Deegan railed around the outside and 
passed me.” 

Weitzel rode a consistent moto to 
finish fourth and scored the overall 
win in the process since Pagel got stuck 
in midpack and finished sixth. That 
left him fourth overall while seventh- 
place finish in the first moto left him 
fifth overall. Deegan and Upton 
finished second and third overall. 

Mercedes Gonzalez gassed it to a pair 
of wins in the 25-29 year-old Interme- 
diate and Women Pro classes. Gonzalez 
finished fourth in the first 25-29 
Intermediate moto behind Ian Fitz- 
Gibbon, Darren Lindh and winner 
Mike Seeley. 

Gonzalez inherited the lead in the 
second moto after Seeley crashed to the 
back of the pack and Lindh was 
plagued with problems throughout 
the moto. Gonzalez battled for more 
than half the moto with Fred Conover, 
who she eventually passed two laps 
from the finish to score the moto and 
overall win. 

Gonzalez, reknowned as the fastest 
woman rider on the planet, kept true 
to her reputation with a pair ‘of 
lopsided victories over Tami Rice, in 
the Women's Pro class. 

Kenny Zahrt won the Vet Pro class 
after shaking a very annoying Dave 
Miller, who screamed an 80cc Kawa- 
saki to second. Zahrt went on to a big 
lead by the finish while Miller and his 
80cc machine defied the masses with 
a second place finish over Ken Neitzel, 
Craig Adams and Marty Moates. 

Cameron Steele rode his first 250cc 
Novice race and scored the overall win 
in division four. 

"] have won a lot of surfing cham- 
pionships, so I know how to win,” said 
Steele. "Now I am focusing more on 
motocross.”

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intended to be a long-distance touring 
machine with a certain amount of off- 
road capability to allow its owner to 
continue when the paved highway 
ends. 

A few of the changes made to the 
'91 model reflect its touring heritage. 
It now has a low, tire-hugging front 
fender, recessed fuel cap on the 5.7- 
gallon tank to provide easier use with 
a tank bag and a 240-watt alternator 
for better battery charging. 

Getting to the back-country high- 
ways is a pure joy. А spacious layout 
lets the rider ease onto the bike. The 
wide handlebars are an easy reach away, 
although some of the controls com- 
monly used on the street, which are 
the same found on BMW K-series street 
machines, can be difficult to operate 
for those unaccustomed to BMWs, 
especially when wearing thick gloves. 

The turn indicator switches, one at 
each end of the bar, are far underneath 
the switch housings and a little hard 
to reach with the thumb, but at least 
the left-side cancellation button is 
within easy reach. Forget about find- 
ing the horn in a hurry; it’s a short 
button buried on the left-side switch 
housing. 

There is a considerable amount of 
vibration from the 980cc, horizontally- 
opposed Boxer twin engine at low 
rpm, but as the GS reaches highway 
speed the motor smooths out to a 
constant purr. The motor, made 
torquier than the street-only R100 by 
the chromed upswept exhaust system, 
pulls smoothly from a dead stop, and 
there is good power for overtaking 
slower vehicles on the road. 

When the road becomes twisty, the 
GS is a blast. The wide bars make it 
easy to toss the big machine from side 
to side, and its ample suspension travel 
negates any pavement irregularities. In 
fact the only thing that may prevent 
the rider from dragging the cylinder 
guards is when knobs on the universal 
tread tires begin to flex. Those tires 
are mounted to wheels with BMW's 
cross-spoke design which places the 
spoke mounts outside the tire bead so 
that tubeless tires can be run. An allen

R100GS as a dual sport bike. 
Think of it as an adventure 
touring machine. That’s the message 
BMW put across at a special press ride 
of the 1991 R100GS in Tucson, 
Arizona. 

BMW introduced the GS line 10 
years ago with the release of the 
R80GS, and to celébrate the 10th 
anniversary the R100 gets several 
major improvements. 

The original GS was designed as a 
road touring motorcycle, but its long- 
travel suspension, universal tires and 
minimum amount of street hardware 
allowed it to go beyond paved roads. 
That caused some confusion among 
the American public as to whether the 
GS was supposed to be an off-road, 
dual-purpose or a street machine. 

After several years of success in the 
famous Paris-to-Dakar rally, the GS 
gained a reputation as an off-road 
machine. Modified R80GSs won the 
rally in 1981 and from '83-'85, and 
BMW celebrated by introducing a 
Paris-to-Dakar model, complete with 
extra-large fuel tank and special 
commemorative. paint. The victories 
boosted sales in Europe, but they also 
helped reinforce what BMW eventu- 
ally realized was the wrong message. 

Now BMW is trying to change the 
general perception of the R100GS from 
an off-road machine to what they call 

14 adventure touring. The GS is sull 
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wrench is used to tighten the spokes 
at the hub. 

Even when the. road is straight, the 
GS is a pleasure to ride. At highway 
speeds, the smooth-running engine 
creates absolutely no handlebar vibra- 
tion. The wide seat is plush and 
comfortable, and the frame-mounted 
fairing does a good job of blocking 
some of the wind. A clear windscreen 
is now adjustable for several different 
angles, and the instruments have been 
revised so that a large speedometer and 
tachometer are side by side for better 
visibility. 

When the pavement ends, the real 
adventure begins on the GS. During 
the course of our 235-mile ride, we 
sampled approximately 35 miles of 
unpaved road in the Arizona moun- 
tains just north of the Mexican border. 
The road varied from rocky, tight 
passes to smooth, gently-curved access 
roads. 

То ride the GS like a regular dual 
sport bike, such as Suzuki's DRS or 
a Yamaha XT, can be an adventure 
in itself. At a claimed wet weight of 
485 pounds, the GS can't be thrown 
around in tight turns. The horizontal 
cylinders and their 32mm Bing car- 
buretors also make it difficult to stick 
a leg out in the corners. 

The BMW can go fast on the tight 
roads, but the rider will have to work 
with. the GS's limitations. Most GS 
riders, however, probably aren't con- 
cerned about trying to be the next 
Larry Roeseler. Besides, go too fast and 
you miss the scenery. 

At a slow to moderate pace, the GS 
performs admirably. The torquey 
motor is perfect for smoothly acceler- 
ating out of tight, slippery turns with 
minimum wheelspin. 

The suspension also works quite 
well. The new rear shock, which is 
built for BMW by Bilstein and has 10 
rebound damping adjustments and 
four spring preload settings, provides 
seven inches of suspension travel that 
work well. Only deep holes cause the 
suspension to bottom. 

Up front, the 40mm Marzocchi forks 
also work well, although low-speed 


compression damping seems a bit 
harsh. This becomes especially appar- 
ent on washboard-type roads where the 
front end seems to skip over the small 
irregularities instead of absorbing 
them. At moderate speed this creates 
some headshake that's more annoying 
than worrisome. 

BMW also offers an optional sport 
suspension kit for riders more serious 
about off-roading. 

One of the major improvements 
BMW made to the GS was the addition 
of a floating front disc brake. The 
floating disc helps insure the best 
compatibility between the disc and 
pads to eliminate squealing. The brake 
is very strong and requires very little 
effort at the lever. 

А drum brake is used at the rear. 
Although it doesn't have the power of 
the front disc, it works adequately. 

Although many GS owners will 
never venture off-road, those who do 
can be assured that the GS is well

protected for the possibility of a fall. 
'Tubular rails guard the cylinders, 
while the fairing is mounted beneath 
an external frame which is connected 
to the main frame. This exo-frame can 
also come in handy if the rider becomes 
stuck in a rut or mud.
